The policy of presentations 
in operation a year ago could hardly 
be called vaudeville, but strict competi- 
tion and other developments in the field 
have transformed the policies now into 
vaudeville, with the result the competi- 
tion against the regular field long known 
under this banner stronger 

The argument that vaudeville is on a 
decline and that pictures are on the in- 
cline, hurled at the two-a-day folk by 
those who would card-index the trend 
of the times, is reversed when directed 
at the leading picture houses which 
plugged pictures in years gone by but 
now are turning more and more to so- 
called presentations, the word coined for 
vaudeville 

The Capitol, leader in presentation en- 
tertainment before the field widened 
and the Roxy was built, this week offers

such vaudeville attractions as Pat 
Rooney, Keller Sisters and Lynch, and 
Rome and Dunn. All have played the 


Palace and other Keith-Albee houses. 

Use of standard vaudeville turns at 
the Capitol, Strand, Paramount or any 
of the other Broadway houses puts the 
vaudeville circuits and independent 
operators in the position of having to 
prepare against this kind of competition. 
The big Broadway picture houses have 
something of an advantage over the 
average vaudeville house in that they are 
first-runs on leading picture product. 

Big agents in vaudeville, recognizing 
the potentialities of the picture house 
field now that it is going into the market 
on a big basis for two-a-day material, 
are making individual efforts to place 
acts on their books into these engage- 
ments despite opposition to regular 
vaudeville. The booking is done thru 
other agents, however yith the com- 
missions split. 

Chances that future booking in Broad- 
Way vaudeville houses after playing the 
picture stands might react unfavorably 


to artistes because of the opposition 
angle, are taken, however, by practically 


any act offered a job by the opposition.

Albee Theater Success 
In Three-a-Day Policy 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—Despite warm 
competition in a section of Brooklyn 
where the theaters must fight for their 


quota of patronage, the Albee is proving 
a business builder under its new policy 
of three-a-day vaudeville and pictures, 
according to reports. In its first month 
of operation under the new combfnation 
plan it has gone to the fore, quickly be- 
ginning to make up for the deficit expe- 
rienced under the old two-a-day straight 
vaudeville policy. 

The Albee, like the Hippodrome here, 
is particularly suited to the combination 
form of entertainment, box-office receipts 
are proving.

Offering Standard Acts. Said

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—Broadway vaudeville is preparing to meet the competi- 
tion from the Capitol and Strand theaters, picture houses which are now practically 


operating under a vaudeville policy 


The Palace is 
increasing opposition, and many of its 
favorites are sought and often booked 
into the de luxe film houses 

The Strand is now joined by the 
Capitol with what is really a vaudeville 
show but is euphemistically called prese- 
entations. The policy of presentations 
in operation a year ago could hardly 
be called vaudeville, but strict competi- 
tion and other developments in the field 
have transformed the policies now into 
vaudeville, with the result the competi- 
tion against the regular field long known 
under this banner is growing stronger. 

The argument that vaudeville is on a 
decline and that pictures are on the in- 
cline, hurled at the two-a-day folk by 
those who would card-index the trend 
of the times, is reversed when directed 
at the leading picture houses which 
plugged pictures in years gone by but 
now are turning more and more to so- 
called presentations, the word coined for 
vaudeville 

The Capitol, leader in presentation en- 
tertainment before the field widened 
and the Roxy was built, this week offers 
such vaudeville attractions as Pat 
Rooney. Keller Sisters and Lynch, and 
Rome and Dunn. All have played the 
Palace and other Keith-Albee houses. 

Use of standard vaudeville turns at 
the Capitol, Strand, Paramount or any 
of the other Broadway houses puts the 
vaudeville circuits and independent 
operators in the position of having to 
prepare against this kind of competition. 
The big Broadway picture houses have 
something of an advantage over the 
average vaudeville house in that they are 
first-runs on leading picture product. 

Big agents in vaudeville. recognizing 
the potentialities of the picture house 
field now that it is going into the market 
on a big basis for two-a-day material, 
are making individual efforts to place 
acts on their books into these engage- 
ments despite opposition to regular 
vaudeville. The booking is done thru 
other agents, however, with the com- 
missions split

The dramatic critic, as we defined him, 
is something of an artist: His interests, 
unlike the interests of the journalist- 
reviewer, extend beyond the immediate 
moment. If he is to make an intensive 
study of the art of the theater he must 
feel that the theater is worth it. To give 
the theater serious aesthetic considera- 
tion the critic must believe that it is 
not an isolated art, that it can occupy 
a not inconsiderable position beside its 
sister arts, contain in its own form the 
same vital force, and hold the same es- 
sential place in our lives as any of the 
independent arts which compose it. 

Now, consider the state of our theater 
and see whether it does hold the same 
position of dignity as the other arts or 
whether the public's attitude toward it 
does reveal an assumption of its im- 
portance. 


When a good play is produced in our 
theater it runs six weeks or six months, 
but sooner or later it disappears and is 
soon forgotten. If it achieves success, a 
manager, years later, may produce it for 
the sake of a star or because it has been 
so long since its first production that 
it can almost pass as a new play. For 
what seems to attract a great part of our 
theatrical public is novelty, and we know 
many people who would no more think 
of seeing “last season's show” than of 
wearing last season's “style” in clothes. 


If a play is a failure, no matter how 
great its merits, its chances of being re- 
vived within a short period of time are 
almost nil. If the same state of affairs 
obtained in music, the history of that 
art would have ended long ago, and 
there would be no Wagner, Debussy or 
Stravinsky, for every original work, after 
being roundly hissed, would disappear 
and leave no mark. 
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HE theater in our country is too 

much a matter of the moment, a 

matter of fashion. We are made to 
feel that the life of any given play is too 
ephemeral for it to exert any more than 
a superficial influence on us. In a word, 
tho it is one of the most popular amuse- 
ments, the theater with us does not yet 
occupy the position of an art. and the 
genuine critic. who is an artist, will 
naturally keep shy of it 


But, assume that such a critic should 
enter the ranks of the dramatic re- 
viewers. His method of approach would 
undoubtedly be more serious and more 
artistic than that of his fellows but 
it would remain, it must remain in our 


theater without tradition, essentially 
meager, essentially: a matter of first im- 
pressions. 

Why? 


Among contemporary works of art the 
greater number must be mediocre or 
worse. So, in our theater. when we al- 
low what is first-rate (or almost) to pass 
away together with what is meretricious, 
the only standards of comparison left 
our reviewers are those provided by the 
necessarily mediocre plays which con- 
stitute the main body of production dur- 
ing a theatrical season. 


Supposing, to take an example from 
another art, the staple diet of the music- 
critic and the general public consisted of 
cémpositions that were the musical 
equivalents of the majority of Broadway 
plays, the masterpieces of the past rarely 
and only unsystematically played and 
the important works of the present al- 
lowed to pass away after a brief period of 
popularity. Would not all standards be- 
come degraded so that fourth-rate com- 
positions, according to the dicta of the 
undernourished critics, would pass as 
immortal masterpieces? 

That is exactly what happens in our 
theater, where there can be no true 
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ic

Works of art, moreover. grow with 
time Just as our understanding of 
a masterpiece increases the more familiar 
we become with it. so the work itself be- 
comes richer, more complex and more 
diverse with every reconsideration of it 
Not only is Hamlet more comprehensible 
to us today than it would be if it were 
a completely new play, but the fact that 
it has been so variously interpreted by 
actors and writers, the fact that it has 
played such a great part in the spiritual 
lives of so many people, makes it so much 
greater, more glamorous, more meaning- 
ful than it must have been the day it 
was written! 

O IT is, to a great extent, because 
our theatrical system allows good 
plays to pass into oblivion that the 
reviewer's appreciation of them, as well 
as our own, is bound to be hasty and 
rudimentary Dramatic criticism, like 
everything else in art and life. must, if

here, however responsive the public 
might be. Then came the apparently 
endless trouble in China, which seemed 


likely to cut off the companies’ most 
promising territory. For a long time 
companies regarded the East as a good 
place to keep away from. Now that 
they are taking courage again it is to 
be hoped that they will find that 


their confidence has not been misplaced 
The old days when Mr. Bandman would 
pay periodic visits with musical comedy 
companies numbering 20 or 30 to de- 
light the youth of the town, these days 
have apparently gone forever. High 
steamer and hotel rates have made it 
hard for such ventures to pay. There its 
still plenty of scope, however, for the 
companies of about a dozen people, and 
when they present modern comedies 
and dramas their visits are very wel- 
come. Up to this week Singapore has 
not seen such a company for several 
years, and those who like theatrical fare 


other than that of the “revue” order 
have found themselves in a barren field 
indeed. Excellent work is done from 
time to time by the amateurs, but, like 
their brethren all the world over, the 
organizers of these affairs like to play 
for safety by presenting things which 
have stood the test for many years. 
Thus in light opera we get nothing later 
than Gilbert and Sullivan, while in the 
matter of comedies—amateurs appear to 
be unanimous in eschewing drama—the 
fare offered is always of early . 20th 
century vintage, if it does not happen 
to be even earlier still. There should be 
a good field in the East for professional 
companies which can give adequate 
presentations of modern plays, the plays 
which we read about in the home papers 
or see during occasional spells of leave. 
It is to be hoped that now that man- 
agers have realized that it is a pity to 
neglect an Eastern field containing a 
number of comparatively well-off peo- 
ple, they will meet with sufficient en- 
couragement to show that their 
optimism is justified. 


Even more promising still are the 
visits of musical celebrities, which are 
now becoming more frequent. It is 
sometimes asked if it is worth while 
for instrumentalists whose names are 
almost household words to give the time 
and trouble necessary for a journey to 
the East. Fortunately the idea of mak- 
ing at least one trip to the East has a 
certain fascination, and the audiences 
to be obtained here are as large as those 
found outside the big cities of Europe 
and the United States. The expense of 
traveling is also very light compared to 
that incurred by a company of a dozen 
or more members. We have this year 
had the pleasure of hearing the great 
violinist Heifetz; the almost equally 
celebrated Zimbalist is coming shortly, 
and one of the leading pianists of the 
world, Benno Moiseiwitsch, is in Singa- 
pore at present. At one time it seemed 
that there was little enthusiasm for the 
best music in the East, but recently 
large audiences have become the rule, 
and the reproach of the East being 
inartistic is not so potent as it once 
was. Indeed, appreciation of good music 
appears to have increased generally of 
late years, particularly in the younger 
generation, and among what is known 
as the “resident population” of Singa- 
pore there are many who have learnt 
the beauty of music and to some extent 
can interpret it for themselves. It is an

Thompson is the director of this depart- 
ment, and the editor-in-chief of The 
Periscope, which is issued daily during 
the fair. Lloyed Briggs is the new con- 
cession manager, who succeeds Col. Pope. 
He has been connected with the fair for 
12 years in various capacities. The con- 
cession boys speak in the highest praise 
of this new office holder, and Harry Sin- 
dell, of Coney Island, presented Briggs 
with a gorgeous wreath of flowers, that

There were 6.300 feet of concession 
space and 270 concessionaires, which is 
15 per cent ahead of last year.

However, there is another side. The 
lights that give such pleasing effects at 
night have little or no value during the 
day when things are seen in clearer de- 
tail. Another agency must then produce 
the “flash”. 


Daytime patronage is all-important 
to the amusement park. To the carni- 
val, the night crowd counts until the 
fair dates, and then to show the impor- 
tance of “flash” huge sums are spent to 
brighten up the show. 

Carnival and park equipment can be 
kept looking as flashy in the daytime 
as at night, by choosing the right color 
combinations, the free use of paint and 


potten and a working policy of keeping 
$s in general “shined up”.

deals penetratingly, but too penetrating- 
ly, with a girl wha has a subconscious 
passion for her own sister's husband. It 
is a case of suppressed desires—which, of 
course, eventually break thru their sup- 
pression for the aforementioned big 
scenes These two full moments are 
magnificent. The rest is only fairly en- 
grossing. The psychoanalysis is too 
clinical, too Freudian, and the author 
has a tendency to use a hammer instead 
of a knife. Where one neat slit would 
be sufficient, he mashes a point to pulp. 

Hurlbut is so afraid that his audienee 
will not get him that he harps repeti- 
tiously until the obviousness grows tire- 
some. He has no idea of the power of 
suggestion, he does not know the 
sconomny of words. Quite aside from these 
faults, he has a bad habit of suddenly 
chucking things into his play when he 
needs them, and thus both his dialog 
and his action often seem false. But 
those two big scenes are worth some- 
thing—the one when the girl confesscs 
to the man of her desires, and the other 
when the emotional torrents break loose 
between the two sisters in the last act. 

Beth Merrill's genuine acting is the 
hichlight in both scenes, altho only her 
role permits her to outshine the fine per- 
formance of Philip Merivale as the hus- 
band and Mary Morris as the wife. All 
three are marked with the convincing 
sign of sincerity, backed by natural art.

cause of its artificiality both in theme 
and in direction Altho it clicks de- 
cidedly in certain situations, dramatic 


and humorous, these instances stand out 
from the general tempo 

The theme, which should have been 
developed with caution and skill, has 
been handled mawkisnly. The result is 
a piece that radiates sentimentality fre- 
quently in stiff and trite ways. The 
general irlea seems to involve the goings 
on of a lovable but frisky young man of 
good family who decided to go adven- 
turing via the U. S. Navv Of course, 
he falls in love, this time with a water- 
front hash slinger. who is the retired 
mistress of a gloomy and_  silgntly 
lugubrious multi-billionalre. Aside from 
the orthodox idea of leading these two 
thru a maze of intricacies to the altar, 
the principal thought of the author 
seems to be to pick up Romance, in 
caps and underscored. and keep wallop- 
ing the audience with it As in the 
case of some other plays this season, 


he suffers from lack of restraint, skill 
and a sense of proportion If he would 
content himself with implying that 


romance abounds in his sets and that 
the central figure is romantic, he would 
probably get the house to believe so. As 
it is, he has many of his characters— 
gobs—spending a iot of time singing 
songs, reciting poetry and making re- 
marks all of which could be summed 
up in a self-conscious, stilted assertion 
such as “Geez. fellers. ain't we romantic!” 
In other words, his sailors act like ap- 
ples Also it wouldn't be offensive if 
they would vary their epithets. A 
healthy “damn!” now and then would 
relieve the monotony from their too fre- 
ouent “darn” 


One drawback is a criticism to be 
made of many other plays. The tougher 
characters are not realistic in handling 
the language. When imitating a mick 
they apparently think it sufficient to 
stick out their chins and mispronounce 
the individual words. This is particu- 
larly true of Beatrice Blinn, who is pret- 
ty, vivacious, clever and adequate in all 
other respects. They do not seem to 
realize that restraint here, too, is es- 
sential. and they evidently fail utterly 
to understand that even correct dialect 
—pronunciation of each word—is inef- 
fective. They would achieve better re- 
sults if they would realize that only a 
combination of facial expression, vocal 
fone, delivery and accenting on words as 
groups can be realistic “Youse guys 
steend overdere” is weak and absurd 
when delivered with the accent and 
facial expression of a teacher of English 
at a young lady's finishing school. 

The comedy is good A couple of 
times they wow them. Some of the 
heavy stuff is potent, too. Helen Mac- 
Kellar does a fine job. espectally in the 
second act when she really injects 
pathos, tenseness and feeling into a part 
that could easily be sloppy. She does 
this, too, in spite of inharmonious light- 
ing. Her performance. however, indicates 
that she is trying to make something 
big and moving out of a part that es- 
sentially lacks depth. Ralph Morgan 
seems to play more in the spirit of the 
piece, and is praiseworthy thruout 
Theodore Westman is amusing and capa- 
ble. This applies also to Charles Ritchie. 
who makes a decided hit. Fleming Ward 
is satisfactory. altho a little too much 
on the order of the “gentleman of the 
old school” Cc. T. Davis and William 
Bonelli could limber up a trifle without 
stepping out of character. and Francis 
Terbert fits well. Misha Ferenzo is an 
excellent wop and his performance ts 
praiseworthy. Frank Reyman, Guy Lor- 
euz. Michael Markham and Lucille Keat- 
ing, ell minor characters, are well cast 
and adequate 

The sets are effective and realistic. One 
criticisin is in point, however. As with 


the play, there is a straining for effect 
in the restaurant set. To lend color, the 
Rreoklyn Bridce and the New York sxy 
line are seen thru a window. It is 


probably the Atlee window in captivi- 
tv, let alone in a reformed gin mill 
This. therefore, is unconvincing and 
borders on absurdity. The dresses and 
uniforms are good.
